SENATE AGAINST RFC LOANS 
TO MUNICIPAL POWER PLANTS 


Rejects Amendment Intended to Be 
Benefit for Los Angeles 


WASHINGTON, May 14. — Re- 
suming consideration of legislation 
for loans to industry today, the Sen- 
ate rejected an amendment to per- 
mit 20-year loans by the Recon- 
stfuction Finance Corporation to 
municipal power corporations. 

Later the amendment was recon- 
sidered but was beaten again 32 
to 30. 

The amendment, offered by Sen- 
ator Johnson (Rep.), California, was 
designed to finance the municipal- 
ly-owned power plant in Los Ange- 
les in buying out a private com- 
pany. It lost by a tie vote, 37 to 
37. Johnson contended that from 
every standpoint the bill was for 
the welfare of the people. 

Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
in charge of the loans for industry 
bill, opposed the amendment and 
read a letter from Jesse H. Jones, 
chairman of thé RFC, urging its 
rejection. The amendment, Jones 
said, “would carry the Government 
into a field of financing the cor- 
poration considers highly undesir- 
able that we start upon.” 

The Senate adopted the amend- 
ment by Black (Dem.), Alabama, to

INNEW YORK-ROME 
NON-STOP FLIGHT 


Capt. George R. Pond, 


Following Great Circle 
Route — Weather Gen- 
erally Good—13 Killed in

LOUISBURG, N. S. May 14— 
A large monoplane, thought to be 
that of Capt. George Pond and 


Lieut. Cesare Sabelli, attempting a 
nonstop flight from New York to 
Rome, was sighted over Louisburg 
at 3:40 p. m. today. 


By the Associated Press. 
BROOKLYN, N. Y., May 14— 
Capt. Géorge R. Pond and Lieut. 
Cesare Sabelli hopped off from 
Floyd Bennett Field at 6:24 a. m. 
today with the announced inten- 
tion of reaching Rome without a 
stop. They said their large orange 
and maroon monoplane could make 
the 4500-mile flight in about 40 
hours. 
Pond, a former navy flyer, and 
Sabelli, one-time Italian war ace, 
had been planning the filght for 
months. They had hoped originally 
to make the attempt last fall, but 
abandoned the idea because of un- 


Their plane, Leonardo da Vinci, 
with 680 gallons of gasoline, carried 
enough fuel to last more than 40 
hours. 

Weather reports indicated favor- 
able winds, but noted a low pressure 
area over the North Atlantic coast 
which the flyers said they would 
fly over. 

They set a course over Cape 
Race, Newfoundland, and the great 
circle reute. If the weather turns 
bad, they said, they may abandon 
the attempt to make Rome, and 
land in France or Spain. 

Year’s First Ocean: Flight. 
Today’s attempt is the first trans- 
Atlantic flight of the year. 

Only a few friends of the flyers 
were eat the airport to see them 
off. The sky was overcast as the 
big plane soared away. 

The plane ‘made a perfect take- 
off, rising easily into the air after 
a run of about 1000 feet. 

Pond, who was at the controls, 
kept the plane at an altitude of 
100 feet as it flew over Jamaica 
Bay, then banked it sharply and 
darted away toward the northeast. 
LIt had disappeared from sight less 
than five minutes after leaving the 
ground. 

The Leonardo da Vinci is pow- 
ered with a Wright J6 motor, ca- 
pable of developing 300 horse power. 
It has a maximum speed of 150 
miles an hour and a cruising speed 
of 120 miles. 

The flyers ‘are carrying a wire- 
less receiver’ and have made ar- 
rangements for hourly weather re- 
rts. 

Sabelli is 37 years old and lives 
in New York. His flying suit was 
lent to him by Peggy Rex of Cleve- 
land. It bears the autographs of 
Ethel Barrymore, Frank Hawks 
and Jimmy Doolittle. 

Pond, 4Q years old, is considered 
an outstanding navigator and pilot. 
He makes his home at the Explor- 
ers’ Club in New York.

United Brewery Workers Vote 
t Division.

CINCINNATI, May 14. — The 
United Brewery Workers of Amer- 
ica voted almost unanimously not 
to turn over its wagon and truck 
driver members to the Teamsters’

Chicago brokerage houses during 
1930 and 1931, and that the eight 
brokers conspired with him to keep 
grain maneuvers secret 

“The Government charges Cutten 
in some 80 per cent of his dealings 
was on the bear side,” said Attor- 
ney Leo E. Tierney, representin 
the . Department of Agriculture. 
Cutten was a tremendous short 
seller and his dealing totaled hun- 
dreds of millions of bushels. 

Cutten was charged with conceal- 
ing large wheat deals in violation 
of the Grain Futures’Act which re- 
quires traders to report when they 
are “in” the market deeper than 
500,000 bushels. The Government 
attorney said: . 

Cutten Not a Hearing. 

“The Government does not claim 
that Cutten was to blame for the 
crash of commodity prices, but it 
will appear in evidence that there 
are strange coincidences of Cutten’s 
large sales and suddcn price fluctu- 
ations.” 

Tierney’s statement opened the 
Government’s attempt to oust the 
grain operator, who has been prom- 
inent in trading circles since the 
1890's, from all contract markets. 
Cutten did not appear at the hear- 
ing in the United . States Customs 
Court. 

Defense Attorney Orville J. Tay- 
lor denied that Cutten had failed to 
report his true holdings in grain, as 
the Government cortends, or that 
he had attempted to manipulate 
grain prices in 1930 and 1931. 
added that the Government had no 
power to bring up charges based on 
deals three years old.

In event of default of an insured 
institution, the corporation is obli-) 
gated to pay each insured share- 
holder the amount of his insured 
account not exceeding $2500, 10 per 
cent in cash, 50 per cent in one year 
and the remainder in three years 
from the time of default. 

The corporation would serve as 
liquidating agent for the insured 
institutions. Its obligations would 
be exempt from taxation, but the 
téaél property may be taxed as pri- 
vately-owned rea] property.

While a simple majority is re- 


quired for passage of the State is- 
sue, which is in the form of a con- 
stitutional amendment, two-thirds 
majorities are needed for each 
item of the other issues. The city 
propositions are divided into i1 
items, on which separate votes will 
be cast. The county:proposal is in 
two items, while the school issue 
is submitted in one item. 

Two ballots will be handed vot- 
ers in St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 
ty—one for the State issue, the oth- 
The ballots 
on all but the Board of Education 
proposition contain the words “yes” 
and “no;” a voter favoring the 
bonds will vote “yes” and scratch 
“no.” The school ballot will carry 
the words, “For the loan” and 
“Against the loan,” and a voter may 
vote for these bonds by scratching 
the words “against the loan.” 

Some Opposition. 

Officials anticipate passage of 
all the issues, which have attracted 
much support, although some tax- 
payers and property owners’ organ- 
izations in the city are opposing 
them. An intensive campaign or- 
ganization has been formed to get 
out the vote in the city under the 
leadership of Mayor Dickmann. 

Location of: polling places and 
other election information may he 
obtained from the city Electioa 
Board, MAin 5560, the county Elec- 
tion Board, RAndolph 8200, or the 
League of Women Voters, ROse- 
dale 8200. 

Anticipated grants from the Fed- 
eral Public Works Administration 
to augment the bond funds amount 
to $9,142,700. The city has applied 
for $4,754,500 in grants, the State 
for $3,400,000 and the Board of Edu- 


grant has been allotted the county 
for the Court-house and jail and 
$70,200 for the hospital. The PWA 
would supervige all work on which 
grants are made. Bipartisan ad- 
visory committees would be ap- 
pointed by the State and city. The 
County Court, County Chamber of 
Commerce and League of County 
Municipalities have created a non- 
partisan advisory board. 

Most city offices will be closed 
tomorrow, so that the 6000 city em- 
ployes may work to bring out the 
vote. Unions affiliated with the 
Building Trades Council have de- 
clared tomorrow a holiday for the 
same purpose. 

Meetings will be held by the Dem- 
ocratic organizations in the 28 city 
wards tonight at which final in- 
structions on getting out the vote 
will be given.

er wages and guaranteed hours. 

The strike was called at 15 plants, 
while five establishments, described 
as “fair,” were not affected. All 
plants were reported operating de- 
spite mass picketing by the strikers. 

At the St. Louis Independent 
Packing Co., largest in the city, 
John H. Hall, general manager, said 
all but a few of the 1200 plant em- 
ployes were at work. Foremen re- 
ported, he said, that they were un- 
able to recognize any of their reg- 
ular employes among the strike 
pickets outside the plant. Accord- 
ing to Hall, Independent Packing 
Co. employes have had a Company 
union for 12 years and are guaran- 
teéd 32 hours of work a week at 
wages ranging from 44 cents to 93 
cents an hour. 

315 Krey Employes Out. 

J. W. Paton, general manager of 
the Krey Packing Co., said half of 
the 750 employes were on strike 
At the Laclede Packing Co., normal- 
ly employing 200 men, A. G. Acker- 
mann, manager, said only 100 re- 
ported for duty. Ackermann said 
he had been paying wages 10 per 
cent above the code minimum. 


. Other plants reported various per- 


centages of employes had walked 
out, while at the Belz Provision Co., 
included in the strike tist, Henry 
Belz said all of the 175 men were 
working. Companies not included 
in the walkout were the American 
Packing Co., Winter Sausage Co., 
Wuestling, Sehaum and Fisher 
Meat Cos. 


Union workers, members of Local 
545, Meat Cutters and Butchers 
Workmen of North Anterica, affil- 
iated with the American Federation 
of Labor, crowded North St. Louis 
Turner Hall yesterday afternoon 
and reaffirmed a decision to strike, 
made last December. 

The meeting approved a telegram 
addressed to President Roosevelt, 
in which it was stated that six 
monthe’ negotiations through the 
St. Louie Regional Labor Board 
had failed to adjust the controversy. 
The employes were advised, the 
telegram states, that St. Louis 
packers could make no adjustments 
unless the “Big Four” (Swift, 
Armour, Wilson and Cudahy) took 
the lead. The workers déclared 
they were willing to abide by the 
decision of any agency designated 
by the President to negotiaté settle- 
ment. 

$2 Hours a Week Demanded. 

The union, organized last August 
under the NRA, claims 2500 mem- 
bers. As has been told, the em- 
ployes demand minimum wages of 
60 cents an hour for laborers and 
7 cents hourly for buichers, with 
a guarantee of 32 hours of work a 
week. 

According to Earl W. Jimerson 
of East St. Louis, international 
union vice-president, employes of 
the majority of the plants work less 
than 32 hours a week at wage 
scales ranging from 42% cents to 
52 cents an hour. Jimerson said 
he appreciated that strikes were 
detrimental to the President’s re- 
covery program, but that in this in- 
stance the eriployes had been pa— 
tient and now had no other course 
to pursue.

TENNESSEE VALLEY REPORTS. 
Dr. Arthur E. Morgan, chairmah of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, has submitted a report on 
the work of the TVA during its first 10 months, and 
a most interesting report it is. It takes a report cf 
work accomplished. and plans for the future, such as 
Dr. Morgan’s to’ bring out the many-sided nature of 
the transformation under way. 
Long isolated from the modern conveniences that 
go with electricity, the region which comprises the 
valley is now looking on a new and brighter day. 
The operation of the Muscle Shoals power plant has 
been taken over by the new agency, and arrange- 
ments are being made to establish a distribution sys- 
tem which will carry its current to homes whose 
members had never dreamed that they might in time 
use electric lights and irons. To further rural elec- 
trification, the Electric Home and Farm Authority is 
carrying word of electric appliances throughout the 
countryside. Meanwhile, there has been rapid prog- 
ress on the construction of Norris Dam, which will 
greatly increase the available store of electric power. 
But power is not the whole story. Indeed, it is 
only a part of it. Into the TVA’s- comprehensive plan 
of land rehabilitation comes the preparation and dis- 
tribution of fertilizers, control of soil erosion, which 
has been taking a costly annual toll from the land; 
development of progressive reforestation, and preven- 
tion of periodic floods. Land use studies which are in 
progress will bring the findings of agricultural sci- 
ence to a farming area which has heard little of 
them. 
The construction of dams and reservoirs and the 
establishment of national forests mean moving many 
families from their present homes. In this connec- 
tion, a population distribution plan is being formu- 
lated, its purpose being to achieve a better balance 
between rural areas and industrial communities. 
Taken all in all, what the Federal Government is 
doing is reshaping life in a long-neglected area, so 
that those who dwell in it shall share in the pleasures 
and benefits of the times. There never has been an 
experiment like it in American history.

Button Gwinnett died on a May morning in 1777, 
but his name is back in the hews. Or perhaps it 
would be better to say his signed name, becaus® it 
is hig signature which returns him to public atten- 
tion from time to time. For when a complete set 
of autographs of signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence was broken up to sell for a total of $18,- 
957, in New York the other day, his alone accounted 
for a round $10,000. And thus it is that Button 
Gwinnett is catalogued—as the signer whose auto- 
graph is rarest. 

Yet this man who signed his peculiar name so few 
times should be remembered for other things. 
was a patriot in a colony where patriots were needed 
in pre-Revolutionary times: Georgia. Born in Down 
Hatherly, England, he was first a Savannah mer- 
chant and then planter-owner of St. Catherine’s Is- 
land. From the office of Justice of the Peace, he 
moved up through colonial public service until he 
sat in the Continental Congress, one of its respected 
members. <A drafter of its Constitution, he saved 
Georgia from absorption by South Carolina and 
served as its Colonial President. His liberal views 
brought. him into conflict with his conservative 
neighbors; he and a military rival fired the shots 
which took each other’s lives, 10 months after the 
Declaration was signed. Time has played tricks on 
many. a figure in American history, and one of its 
victims has been Button Gwinnett.

— 


Btoadcasting in England is conducted neither by the Government nor private interests, 
but by public corporation, in theory including best features of both methods, 
Briton explains; people accept it as a national institution, and enjoy its free: 
dom from advertising; director tries both to satisfy and stimulate public taste, 


FUNDAMENTAL mistake made by for- 
A eign students of the British broadcast- 

ing system is to suppose that it is gov- 
ernmental. It bears no more relation to 
Continental systems of government-con- 
trolled broadcasting than it does to the 
American system of private broadcasting. 

The British system is simply—British, and 
therefore uniqué- — 

The British Broadcasting Corporation is 
one of the most interesting examples of a 
type of constitutional development which 
shows signs of extending in Great Britain. 
It is a public corporation. By this I mean 
that it is neither a public utility service, 
operated by civil servants for the benefit 
of, and at the expense of, the whof com- 
munity, nor is it a private commercial un- 
dertaking operating for its own profit and 
at its own risk. 

In Great Britain, a public corporation is a 
hybrid growth comprising what are con- 
sidered to be the best features of both the 
types of organization previotisly referred to. 
Other examples in Great Britain are the 
Central Hléctricity Board and the recently 
created London Passenger Transport Board. 

The. theory underlying these public con- 
cerns is briefly this: There are certain 
services considered of such vital importance 
to the welfare of the whole community that 
it is undesirable that they should be left en- 
tirely in the hands of private enterprise; 
whose policy, naturally enough, would be 
based very largely on purely financial con- 
siderations. At the same time, it is recog- 
nized that certain great advantages, such as 
maximum incentive to economical manage- 
ment, are derived from private enterprise; 
The B. B. C. is ruled by a Board of Gov- 
ernors and a Chiéf Executive (Sir John 
Reith, the Director-General). The board is 
responsible to the Postmaster-General, who 
is — spokesman of the B. B. C. in Parlia- 
men ; 

The income of the B. B. C. is derived main- 
ly from license revenue, supplemented by 


the proceeds of various publications. Every. 


owner of a receiving set pays a license of 
‘per annum, computing a pound at $5, 
Of this, $1.35 goes to the postoffice and $1.15 
to the corporation. For 1932, B. B. C.’s net 
wireless licenses was 
$6,000,000, and its revenue from pubfications 
was $1,600,000. On the expenditure side, the 
cost of the programs was $3,300,000, and the 
expenses of maintenance amounted to $4,- 
275,000. The revenues of Great Britain de- 
tived additional benefit of $500,000 paid by 
‘the corporation by way of income tax!

These obser- 
vations might seem to suggest some Machia- 
vellian design; in fact, they simply prove 
that the B. B. C, accurately reflects the 
British character.
